prison, and while on Chesapeke Bay,

lands and dense, wild forests of that 
acuiit.y w lh their faces toward the 
fair, sunny south, and in 
they joined again the Confederate 
ranks under Gen. Johnston, in the 
state of Mississippi. 
Gen. Johnston, 
proud and appreciative of their stra­ 
tegic and heroic act in their escape 
from the boat. pronosed to promote 
them to official positions, but Mr. 
Mob Iv declined, saying he onlv wish­ 
ed an humble place as a private in 
the service of his country. However, 
not long after, he changed from a 
private in the infantry and became 
a lieutenant or captain in the caval­ 
ry, in which position he served until 
the close of the war. 
After the Civil War, in 1883, he 
moved from near Forest. Mississippi 
to Sabinal, Texas, and about the year 
1884 he began work for the G. H. 
& S. A. Railway Company, serving 
them steadily and faithfully for 24 
years, when he retired, first making 
his home with his daughter, 
Mrs. 
Bettie 
W olff, eight or ten 
miles 
northwest of Hondo, and then he 
spent the remainder of his days with 
his other daughter, Mrs. Wm. Miller, 
in Hondo. Texas. 
He professed salvation and joined 
the Missionary Baptist church when 
a young man, hut for many years 
after he came to Texas he was not 
closely 
located, 
nor 
conveniently 
situated to join and attend the church 
of his choice. However, after he re­ 
tired from labor, he, through the 
years, often* called at my place of 
business, evidently for a social and 
religious half hour’s talk. 
I often 
approached him on the subject of an
